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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . The examiner acknowledges the election of Species A in the reply filed 

1 1/7/2005. Upon reconsideration and examination of the elected species the examiner 
has decided to withdraw the election of species. The following action covers all pending 
claims. 

Specification 

2. The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: on page 1 of 
the specification, the status of the parent application should be updated.

Drawings 

3. The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1 .84(p)(5) 
because they do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the 
description: on pages 23-24, reference numbers 44 and 46 are not shown in Figure 5 
although they are mentioned in the specification. Corrected drawing sheets in 
compliance with 37 CFR 1 .121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should 
include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if 
only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted after the filing date of 
an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement Sheet" or "New 
Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d).

Although Beckley 
teaches the production of heat resistant composites that include silicones, Beckley 
teaches that decomposition of the organic components of the composite occurs during 
thermal shock of theses temperatures. This is contrary to applicant's requirement that 
no melting or decomposition of the composition takes place.
